To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Alford  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1957. 

My  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  dates  from  August  1957., 
following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  C.  S.  E.  Wright  your  previous 
Medical  Officer.  Therefore  I shall  confine  my  remarks  to  a few 
points. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  There 
were  43  deaths  an  increase  of  19  over  the  previous  year.  Giving 
a death  rate  of  13.6  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11.5. 
There  were  25  Births,  six  male,  nineteen  female.  A birth  rate  of 
13.2.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  16.1.  20  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  were  notified,  14  Whooping  Cough,  2 measles,  3 Pnemonia 
and  1 Scarlet  fever. 

During  the  year  10  Bungalows  were  built  on  the  Christopher 
Road  Site,  and  occupied  by  tenants  displaced  by  Slum  Clearance 
Scheme.  Seventeen  houses  were  included  in  three  Clearance  Orders 
confirmed  by  the  Ministry.  This  will  remove  black  spots  in  the 
town,  and  provide  sites  for  re-development.  There  were  six 
applicants  for  improvement  grants,  all  of  which  were  approved. 
The  number  of  applicants  in  respect  of  these  grants  is  much  lower 
than  what  might  be  expected. 

The  Sewage  Works  are  operating  at  full  capacity,  and  as 
each  year  brings  new  connections  to  the  sewage  system,  the  time  is 
coming  when  some  enlargement  of  the  Works  will  be  necessary. 
The  position  has  now  been  reached  when  only  20  houses 
remain  unconnected  to  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  two  Slaughterhouses  continue  satisfactory.  Food 
premises  were  inspected  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 
Advice  and  assistance  given  to  Traders  to  enable  them  to  comply 
with  the  requirements. 

1 take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  interest 
they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  this  Department,  and  to  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  members  of  the  Staff  for  their  ever 
willing  and  wholehearted  co-operation.

Dental  Clinic. 

A Mobile  Dental  Clinic  visits  Schools  in  the  district,  for 
dental  treatment  of  school  children. 

Home  Nursing  Service. 

There  is  one  Home  Nurse  in  the  district  her  duties  of  Home 
Nurse  is  combined  with  that  of  Midwife. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
Help  is  provided  in  the  home  for  cases  of  confinement,  short  term 
illness  of  the  housewife,  and  aged  and  infirm  persons. 

Hospital  Sbrvices 

General  and  Maternity. 

Alford  Memorial  Hospital  provides  for  some  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  most  medical  and  surgical  cases,  are  admitted  to 
Louth  County  Hospital.

X-Ray  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Alford  Memorial  Hospital 
and  the  Louth  Infirmary. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Lincoln  Branch 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service. 

Welfarb  Services. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948., 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  local  Health  Authority  to  provide 
accommodation  for  aged  and  infirm  persons  who  are  in  need  of  care 
and  attention.  This  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Local 
Health  Authority  in  other  districts  of  the  county.  It  was  not 
necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  this  Act  during  the  year

Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  continues  to  be  of  ample  quantity  and 
excellent  quality.  Improvement  of  reservoir  intake  has  been  intro- 
duced by  way  of  a stilling  tank  which  will  reduce  the  load  in  the 
electric  pumps.  The  3"  water  main  along  Louth  Road  has  been 
further  extended,  and  ten  new  fire  hydrants  have  been  installed  in 
various  parts  of  the  town  thus  giving  added  protection  should  a fire 
occur.  During  the  year  there  were  eight  new  connections  to  the 
Council’s  mains. 

Negotiations  have  continued  with  neighbouring  authorities 
towards  the  formation  of  a Water  Board,  and  draft  documents  have 
been  drawn  up.  There  is  trepidation  in  the  town  at  the  possible 
increase  in  water  rate  charges  should  the  Board  come  into  being, 
and  a wish  amongst  the  Councillors  that  the  water  undertaking 
which  has  served  the  town  well  in  the  past  should  not  now  be 
interfered  with.
